Fertilizer plowed down this fall 
with corn stalks, straw and other

The fertilizer will feed the soil 
micro organisms to speed up the 
digestion of organic matter in the 
soil without robbing the soil of 
nutrients needed by the growing 
crop in the spring Thi 
will he)D

feeding of the crops planted nex’ 
spring. 
As soon as corn stalks and 
other crop residues are plowed 
tinriei 
say the agronomists, the 
population of soil 
microorgan 
isms doubles and triples to at­ 
tack this organic matter. 
Unless there are ample amounts 
of nutrients in the soil to build the 
bodies of these 
micro organisms 
their growth will be limited. As a 
result, the digestion of the organic 
matter will be slowed down and 
the organisms will compete w i t h 
growing crops for the nitrogen 
phosphate and other nutrients they 
need in common

“ AS THESE soil organisms digest 
the organic matter,” say the spe 
cialists, “ they produce sticky sub 
stances that help glue soil particles 
together into clusters or aggregates 
that make the 
soil 
grainy 
and 
porous Thus water can soak 
in 
faster and more of it will be held 
for crop production ” 
A by product of good soil struc 
tuie is saving in power needed to 
till the land When the soil is open 
and grainy, less power is requir 
cd to pull the plow and other till 
age implements. 
Top-dressing cover crops sown 
in corn or green manure 
crops 
; own in small grains will increase 
the fall growth of these 
crops 
Two benefits will result 
(I J The 
soil will be better protected over 
the winter; (2) More organic mat 
ter will be added to the soil when 
these crops are plowed under 
“ If these cover crops are grass 
es,” say the experts, “ Then addi 
tional fertilizer 
may

when they are plowed down in the 
spring so that the soil organism will 
not compete for nutrients with the 
grow ing crops ” 


Must Keep Pullets 


Laying For Profit 


With lower egg prices, poultry 
men must keep pullets laying their 
best to 
maintain

Malinovsky said today as he list­ 
ed management tips that increase 
poultry profits. 
The Ohio State University poultry 
extension specialist advised pout- 
trym°n to get deep litter started 
while the weather is warm re 
duce feed wasting start lights on 
pullets if they start to slip in pro 
duct on. 
When deep litter is started on * 
warm floor the litter will be warm 
and stay warm the specialist said 
Put deep litter or a cold, damp 


floor and you insulate the cold and 
get cold litter. 
Scattering teed in the litter and 
filling feeders more than half full 
wastes feed When feeders are too 
full, birds “ bill” the feed out into 
the ’itter. Hats waste feed too. A 
rat will eat as much feed ag one 
chicken. 
Lights to increase length of day 
are not a magic potion that cures 
low production, Malinovsky said 
For poultry men w ho do a good 
job of feeding and caring for their 
birds 
lights will help increase 
production.
